having heen dropped, to lessen the speed of the ves- 
sel, which was then greater than that of the balloon, 
the lads had forgotton to fasten the rope on deck, 
and the consequence was that the balloon was tossed, 
as it were, by the surging of the peak, some hun. 
dred feet into the air, and fell as suddenly to the 
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water, whence it was tossed again, and on rising 
into the air, burst and fell, and the car foundered, 
and Mr. Durant found himself, for the first time, en- 
tirely submerged in the ocean. 

Here his situation was very critical. His body 
was eonfined to the car by the cords by which it was 
attached to the balloon, and for nearly a minute he 
remained with his head beneath the surface before he 
could extricate himself. On rising above the water, 
he found so great protection and reliefin the Life 
Preserver, (which he fortunately took with him at 
the request of a friend, made only a short time be- 
fore his ascension) that he informs us he believes 
that he was mainly indebted to it for his preserva- 
tion. ,

CHOLERA. 

We have heretofore stated, that in regard to the 
Cholera we should withhold no information from our 
readers, nor publish anything without sufficient au- 
thority ; velieving that a contrary course on the part 
of some editors in this city, and elsewhere, has caused 
many deaths and much other mischief. In accor. 
danee with this determination, we now announce 
that a death from Cholera occurred in this city on 
Thursday night last, which was reported to the Board 
of Health, but which that body, as we think un. 
wisely, declined to say any thing about. Thé case 
was under the charge of Dr. Hoffman, and the sub. 
ject died in seven hours after the attack. This, we 
believe, is the only death from what is called Asiatic 
Cholera that has taken place in this city, this year ; 
though it was said by one of the papers that there 
were three deaths from the disease a few.days ago: 
there were three cases of something like Cholera at 
the time alluded to, in two of which the subjects re- 
covered, and the third one died. ‘Thus, in this city, 
at present, there is no cause for alarm; though, con- 
sidering the state of the weather, sufficient cause for 
caution. Those who adopt the motto * temperance 
in all things,” have nothing to fear. 

Crorera in Vircinta.—By the Wellsburg Gazette 

fthe 24th instant, we learn there have been four 
eases and two deaths of Cholera two miles northeast 
ofthat place. The health of Wellsburg is stated to 
be good. 

CuHo.era in Canava.—It will be seen by the fol- 
lowing article from the Montreal Vindicator of the 
20th ult., that the conduct of the press of that city 
in suppressing the facts concerning the present visit 
of the Cholera at that place has had a bad effect. 
The Vindicater is a paper whose statements may he 
depended upon. 

We blame ourselves, in common with the whole 
press of Canada, for remaining so long silent upon 
the existence of a terrible malady among us. Know. 
ing the general derangement of business, and 
awakening of anxiety produced by public exposure, 
we hesitated in giving publicity to the state of the 
health in the city, in hopes that the alarming ac- 
counts prevalent might die away without any great 
addition being made to the general mortality of the 
season. Our hopes have, however, been disappoint- 
ed; and we find that the few past days have borne 
witness to the presence of a atl that has paid 
little respect to any rank or class of society. 

The great deference which is paid by the public 
to the opinions of the press, demands in return a 
corresponding devotion on the part of the press, to 
the promulgation of just and true narratives of the 
occurrences of the times. 

For our part, we have only erred by our silence ; 
others have deceived the public by misstatements. 

Tho Herald of Saturday says—‘‘ we find a great 
source of gratitude and congratulation in the fact, 
that no. disease, either epidemic or contagious, has 
arisen among us.” 

Yes; an established newspaper, in Montreal, for 
the supposed information contained in whieh people 
pay annually large sums of money—a newspaper 
which would lead the public mind, and which pub- 
lishes oracular opinions upon subjects fur and near, 
outrageously talks of ‘‘ gratitude” and ‘ congratu- 
lation” on a day when the cholera had been a fort- 
night in Mentreal, during which time it, and other

diseases, had brought down to their graves about 
four hundred individuals, 2 mortality that, if it con. 
tinued, would in lessthan four years depopulate to 
the last human being the whole city of Montreal. 

What credit will be given to Canada ‘newspapers 
hereafter, if such statements are allowed to go 
abroad at this time? » What confidence.can be 
placed in them, when they assert the fact (that we 
hope we soon may assert) that the city is restored 
to its usual health. ; 

For ourselves, we tremble at this prostration of 
the Press—for we feel that for a few coming years 
it will require the utmost confidence to be placed in 
the veracity of its reports, before strangers from a 
distance can be induced to turn their steps hither- 
wards, and certainly its conduct during the past 
week is far from establishing the requisite character. 

Within a fortnight, as we before stated, about four 
hundred persons or about one per cent. of the popu- 
lation, have been hurried to their graves. The pro- 
portion of mortality appears to have been the great- 
est among that part styled Protestant, including, for 
the most part English, Scotch and American. Of 
the Catholics, the Irish have suffered in full propor. 
tion, but among the Canadians, after the number of 
young children is deducted, the mortality does not 
appear to exceed in such an alarming degree that 
of former years. 

Now that exaggerated reports are spreading far 
and wide through all the American newspapers, re- 
lative to the existence of Cholera in Canada, we 
need offend no one by publishing the truth. 

There remains a great question, to which a right 
solution is most desirable. Why should Montreal, 
a city so salubriously situated, be the seat of such a 
plague? We hear of sickness in New York, but it 
scarcely exceeds a title of ours. We hear of Chole- 
ra in Cincinnati, but the Board of Health declares 
that thirty physicians, examined by them, had found 
but nine deaths in a week. 

Surely our citizens should not quietly allow them- 
selves to be struck down like pigeons from a flock, 
without making the enquiry. 

We are gratified in being able to state the health 
of the city to-day is improved. Fewer cases have 
occurred, and those generally of a milder character. 

The following is from the same paper. 

Private letters from Quebec (says the Daily Adver- 
tiser of this morning) speak favorably of the state 
of the public health, which was sensibly improving ; 
we have also the best evidence for stating, that such 
was the case here yesterday. The excessive heat of 
Friday could not fail to act unfavorably on the hu- 
man constitution, which the diminished temperature 
of Sunday and yesterday appears to have refreshed 
and invigorated.

Comedy of Errors. 

Any traveller who may have been in Italy in the 
spring of 1816, must have heard of the celebrated 
major of the Royal Sardinian life guards, who bore 
so strong a resemblance to the great Napoleon cs to 
excite the wonder of all those who had seen the 
Emperor. At that time I was ona visit to the city 
of Genoa. I recoilect that one evening I was at 
the Cafe du Crand Cairo with a party of friends, 
when we observed an officer in the costume ofthe 
guards reading at atable. We were struck with the 
resemblance he bore to all the busts and portraits of 
the emperor which we had seen. In the midst of 
our conjectures onthe subject, an old French officer, 
decorated with the order of the Legion of honor, 
observing the surprise depicted in our countenances, 
very politely joined our party, and said, “I can ea- 
sily imagine, gentlemen, the subject of your pre- 
sent astonishment, ‘That officer is one of the great. 
est wonders in Kurope, and as much like Napoleon 
as if he were his twin brother. Indeed some per- 
sons here go so furas to assert that both the emper. 
or and his prototype are from the same parent stock, 
which may be the cause, as the major is a native of 
Corsica, and about Napoleun’s age. I assure you 
(continued the Faench officer) that I was near the 
emperor on the night previous to the bloody and 
disastrous battle of Leipsic. [ observed him perus- 
ing the bulletins of the army, his attitude, thought- 
ful mood, and his general demeanor was a _ perfect 
counterpart to the person before us. See, he is 
about taking a pinch of snuff. By heaven’s! Napo- 
leon’s manner to perfection.” In a word, the en- 
thusiastn of the French officer rose to such a pitch 
that all the visiters of the Cafe were staring at us. 

The next evening J went to the opera to hear the 
celebrated Madame Cataline, and to have a peep at 
the ex-Empress Maria Louisa and her father, whose 
visit had been announced. We had not been long 
seated, before we discovered the major in the adjoin- 
ing box. He was standing up, his arins folded in 
the manner of Napoleon, and like him he wore a 
green coat buttoned up close to the neck, and deco. 
rated with two or three orders, which he had won in 
the Italian wars, and above all the never to be for- 
gotten little cocked hat. Soon afterwards the Em. 
press entered her box accompanied by a brilliant 
suite, but presently the audience were thrown into 
amazement by some confusion in the royal box. 
Maria Louisa had caught a glimpse of the “ counter. 
feit presentment” of her deceased husband, and her 
confusion and astonishment were exhibited in the 
most palpable manner. The king of Sardinia was 
forced to order him on duty ten leagues from Ge. 
noa, as his person kept the soldiers in constant ex- 
citement, who never failed to present arms in passing 
him. 

I understand that previous to my leaving Genoa, 
Maria Louisa had sent for the officer, and presented 
him with a gold snuff box, with the emperor's like- 
ness set in brilliants.
